The  double  feihirc  lighting  of  the  tame  or  similar  object 
took  place  about  45  minutes  apart,  and  was  by  far  more  exciting 
to  the  girU. 

At  approximately  6:45  P.M.,  Nancy  Beleny,  13,  was  watking 
west  toward  the  home  of  the  Louis  Lellgdom.  As  she  neared  her 
destination,  she  was  startled  by  an  extremely  bright  Light  which 
was  descending  slowly  down  toward  the  taU  maple  tree  in  Lciig- 
don's  back  yard.  The  huge  tight  seemed  yellowish* white,  and 
generaily  oval  In  shape.  She  watched  Just  5 seconds  before  ex* 
ettediy  ntshing  up  onto  Ldlgdon*s  front  porch,  pounded  on  the 
door,  and  excit^ty  and  Inco  m prehens  I vely  tried  to  teU  them 
about  ths  phenomenoiL 

By  the  tliue  anyone  got  around  to  verifying  the  sighting,  the 
light  was  no  longer  visible.  Nancy  in  describing  Hs  intenalty, 
said  that  she  bad  to  squint  to  look  at  it  It  Ut  up  the  whole  area 
around  the  garage  and  pooL 

The  glrU  periodically  looked  out  the  back  window  to  see  if 
the  light  was  there.  After  about  45  minutes,  one  of  the  girls 
Kraamed  that  the  light  had  returned.  All  three  girls  were  there 
In  a Clash.  This  time  the  huge  light  was  just  above  the  level  of 
the  garage,  and  stationary.  It  thenslowly  started  to  rise  vertically. 
One  or  two  of  the  girls  ran  to  the  eider  Leligdons  to  gel  them 
to  come  look. 

Joan  aaw  It  last  when  U was  about  ten  feet  from  the  top  of 
the  tree,  but  even  she  didn't  see  it  disappear.  In  the  excitement 
she  momentarily  turned  away  from  the  object,  when  she  looked 
again,  it  was  gone.  Nancy,  who  had  seen  the  previous  one, 
•aid  It  looked  just  like  the  one  she  had  seen  conning  down, 
possibly  larger.  All  agreed  it  had  a generally  oval  shape,  but 
that  the  shape  was  not  necessarily  symmetrical.  Nancy  said  it 
was  ycUowljh*whUe  within  the  "shape",  but  gave  off  intense  white 
light  around  its  "edges".  The  Ldtgdon  girls  said  it  was  com- 
pletely white  and  hard  fo  look  at,  with  fuzzy  edges. 

It  encompassed  a width  comparable  to  the  tree  Itself  which 
is  about  40  feet,  and  vertically  It  varied  from  d - 12  feet,  withi 
the  observers,^  The  sky  above  was  Uiuminated,  too,  as  well  as ! 
the  fence,  pool  behind  it,  and  neighboring  trees,  etc.  No  shards 
of  light  wen  seen  llgbUng  up  the  area  of  the  LcUgdon  bouse. 
The  light  was  itJhouotied  by  the  tree,  and  according  to  the  girls 
the  light  was  between  the  tree  and  the  poo  I,  a short  dbtance  north. 
AAer  a while  the  girls  went  outdoors,  and  cautiosly  went  id  the 
place  where  the  light  was  seen.

Accompanying  the  second  sighting  wei  en  unusual  sound  that 
persisted  with  aome  short  breaks  until  10:00  P,M,  They  saw 
nothing  itranga 

Ram  arks  relatlag  to  the  sound  follow:  There  was  agreement 
that  It  was  a monoi o nous,  slnglt pitch  sound,  with  slight  variation 
up  or  down  due  to  a wavdike  quality.  It  was  plainly  heard  by 
Mrs.  Bdeney  and  her  husband  who  live  several  houses  east 
Mrs,  Laligdoo  said  It  was  a high-pitched  sound,  .Mr.  Lcligdon 
tried  checking  the  telephone  poles  end  wires  on  the  street  for  its 
cause,  but  with  negadve  results.  (Thesame  night  as  rhe  sighting.) 
Mrs.  JHeny  said  the  sound  *h*t  ntght  persisted  till  tli  uO 
Shm  also  addfd,  and  Susan  Ldigdon  and  Nancy  agreed,  that  it 
was  heard  for  about  a week  after  that,  mostly  ui  night.  (All 
agrted  on  this*)  She  said  that  it  was  not  completely  continuous*, 
tbfxe  were  some  short  breaks  during  any  one  night.  "Like  the 
buxxlng  of  radar,"  said  Susan  Lellgdon,  "Like  the  buzzing  of 
many  beet,"  said  Nancy,  On  one  morning,  on  the  way  to  school, 
thsy  heard  It  plainly.

It  rcmincii  us  of  che  night  of  i*>bruary  17th,  IIM3,  where 
similar  but  much  more  Intense  wave-llke  sounds  were  heard  by 
a woman,  Larry  Moyers,  and  Milton  Nice.  In  two  places  miles 
apart,  apparitions  afllght  appeared  to  the  Db«ervefa  lit  the  one 
casa  the  sound  seemed  to  be  associated  with  It,  but  again  as  here, 
perslated  long  after  the  "garage  of  light"  bad  dlsappeareo  from 
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sight  Moyers  and  Nice  were  tested  by  recorded  sou  ad,  and 
guessed  at  10,000  and  6,000  cycles  per  second. 

Two  reporters  from  the  Berea  News  visited  the  sight  and 
asked  many  questions.  The  Berea  News  published  this  story 
but  failed  to  give  a clear  picture  of  the  girls'  experience.  They 
mentioned  other  sightings  these  girls  have  bad  since  the  above 
described  sighting,  and  the  whole  picture  was  well  muddied  by 
their  treatment 

This  excerpt  is  taken  from  the  same  article: 

"Leo  Sapierua,  of  the  paper's  advertising  staff,  an  authority 
on  aircraft  and  racing  cars,  says  he  has  seen  the  "Berea  Saucer” 
recently.  "Yes,  I am  sure  the  girls  are  correct,"  Sapienza  says^ 
"1  have  seen  It  several  limes  in  recent  days  while  observing  the 
Starts."  ?7?77  Sapienxa,  an  amateur  astronomer,  says  he  be- 
lieves flying  saucers  are  real.  "I  don't  claim  they  are  from  outer 
space,  but  I do  believe  they  exbl,"  be  says. 

Cary  Davis  and  I both  felt  that  Susan  and  Joanne  Lellgdon 
were  sincere  and  consistent  in  answering  the  questions  put  to  them. 
Nancy  Bdemy  was  juit  as  sincere  and  even  more  emhuslastic 
about  her  experience. 

I admit  that  subsequent  sigbdngs  claimed  by  these  girls  seem 
to  distort  the  validity  of  this,  their  first  such  experience.  But 
It  is  my  experience  that  when  any  young  person  has  a sighting 
of  such  startling  phenomena,  they  arc  e nth  us  ias  deafly  and  com- 
pletely on  the  lookout?  They  scan  the  skies  constantly,  and 
many  times  misinterpret  conventional  aircraft  and  familiar  nat- 
ural phenomena. 

These  girls,  especially  Nancy,  related  that  they  are  being 
"ridden  hard"  by  many  feflow  students  and  some  teachers.  But 
these  girU  are  not  backing  down  for  anybody,  and  their  indigna- 
tion is  real.

Foas  of  Kailoa  Station,  Gisborne,  New 
Zealand,  responded  to  his  son  John's  cal) , 
to  watch  a light  in  the  northern  sky.

Several  residents  in  El  Paso,  Texas  ob- 
served  formations  of  unidentified  flying 
objects  in  early  November  and  at  least 
two  families  feel  that  electrical  phenont* 
ena  may  have  been  linked  to  the  passage 
of  the  objects  overhead. 

Our  first  report  came  from  Mrs.  Mar* 
caret  Tinguely*  dated  10  November*  1964:

Astronomers  at  the  San  Miguel  Observ- 
atory near  Buenos  Aires,  reported  seeing 
an  unidentified,  red-colored  object  which 
sped  across  the  southern  sky  at  times 
the  speed  of  a man-made  satellite,  on 
Saturday  night,  the  I4th  of  November 
1964.  i 

The  object,  elongated,  flattened  and  1 
reddish  colored,  traveled  from  west  to  ’ 
east  at  8:35  p.m.,  from  east  to  west  five  , 
minutes  later  (8:40)  and  from  west  to  j 
east  at  9:05  p.m. 

The  astronomers  who  observed  the  j 
mysterious  object  said  it  crossed  the 
ob.serva lory's  telescope  range  in  four 
minutes,  whereas  normal  artificial  satel- 
lites take  roughly  18  minutes. 

Astronomers  at  San  Miguel  Observ- 
atory also  said  the  object  could  not  have 
been  an  artificial  satellite  because  it 
crossed  the  sky  from  opposite  directions, 
it  did  not  resemble  any  known  type  of  | 
satellite,  and  that  even  taking  into  ac- 
count different  orbital  heights,  the  dif« 
ference  tn  speed  was  unaccountable.
